Head of National Bank of Ken- 

tucky Accused With Two Others

James B. Brown, president of the 
National Bank of Kentucky and 
former president of Bancokentucky, 
and W. T. Zur Schmiede, secretary- 
treasurer of Bancokentucky, were 
indicted for embezzlement by the 
Jefferson County grand jury today. 
Charlés F. Jones, cashier of the 
National Bank of Kentucky, also 
was indicted for embezzlement. 

The Federal grand jury later in- 
dicted Brown and Jones on charges 
of misapplying funds of the closed 
bank. 

In the Federal indictments 
Brown’s bond was fixed at $10,000 
and Jones’ at $5000. Bond in the 
State indictments was expected to 
be fixed after service of the war- 
rants. 

Brown was charged in the coun- 
ty grand jury with \ embez- 
zlement of $2,000,000 of Banco- 
kentucky funds. The indictment 
against Brown charged. that he em- 
bezzled and fraudulently waged geting,

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—‘Scarface 
Al” Capone was convicted of con- 
tempt in Federal Court today and 
sentenced to six months in the 
county jail. 

Judge James H. Wilkerson, in 
announcing his decision, declared it 
was evident the affidavit which 
attempted to show the gangster 
was ill and in bed when he was 
wanted by the Government two 
years ago, was “glaringly false,” 

The effect of the affidavit, the 
Judge declared; was to “hamper 
the administration of Justice,’’ and 


he said “this court is not to be 
tampered with.” 
Attempt to [Influence Court. 
Judge Wilkerson held that the 


fact that Capone finally appeared 
before the grand jury and was 


questioned made no difference as 
far as his contemptuous act was 
concerned. The point was, he said, 
that the respondent had caused to 
be sent up to Chicago an affidavit 
which he knew to be false in an 
attempt to influence the Court. 

Capone’s attorney, Benjamin Ep- 
stein, had argued in his~final plea 
that Capone did not read the affi- 
davit signed by his doctor. Ep- 
stein said it was admitted the affi- 
davit was carelessly drawn. 

Judge Wilkerson interrupted to 
say, “It certainly was carelessly 
drawn. It was trifling with the 
Court.” 

30 Days to Prepare Appcal. 

The Court allowed Capone his 
freedom under the same bond of 
$5000 and a continuance of 30 days 
from Monday to prepare his appeal 
to the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals. It ordered the prssecu- 
tion not to prepare the order of 
commitment until next Monday. 
The defense pleaded unprepared- 
ness for an appeal in view of the 
state of the record and suddenness 
of the decision, 

After the Judge had announced 
Vhis decision, a swarm of bailiffs de- 
scended on the courtroom to hold 
the spectators in the seats until 
Capone had been taken out. Es- 
corted by a squad of detectives, he 
was taken downstairs and whisked 
away in a squad car as a crowd be- 
gan to gather. 

Today's sentence was the first 
ever passed on the notorious gang- 
ster in Chicago, but he spent nearly 
a year in a prison in Pennsylvania 
for carrying concealed weapons in 
Philadelphia. 

Final arguments had been heard 

today. ) 
The Government attorney agreed 
that Capone was i. in Florida, but 
not so ill that he could not return 
to Chicago to testify. Had his ill- 
ness been so serious, he argued, 
Capone’s Chicago physician would 
have remained at the Florida bed- 
side.. , 

Refuses London Phone Call 

Capone refused to leave ‘his seat 
in court today to answer a trans- 
Atlantic telephone call for, he sa‘d, 


“Tt don’t know anyone in London.” 
The long-distance. operator nad 
tried to reach him during the 
night, too, but he would rot talk. 
, Judge Wilkerson’s clerk in- 
formed Capone London danted him 
on the phone. 

“tT don’t know anyone in London 

and I don’t want to talk to them,” 
Capone answered. 

“What shall I tell them?” the 
clerk asked, “Oh, tell em I’m not 
here.” 

The contempt charge grew out 
of Capone's failure to respond to a 
subpena from the grand jury, 
which was investigating incomes.

John A. Radeloff, Brooklyn at- 
torney, and Sam Cohen,’ alias 
Charles Harris, were examined as 
to their associations with her. A 
woman friend of Miss Gordon was 


questioned and released. 

One inscription in the diary, Po- 
lice Commissioner Edward P. Mul- 
rooney said, read as follows: “I 
‘fear but one man and he is Rade- 
loff, my lawyer, who, if he wanted, 
could get Cohen and a couple of 
his henchmen to do away with 
me.” 

Advised Her Not to Testify. 

Radeloff told the commissioner 
that Miss Gordon informed him 
several weeks ago that she had 
made an appointment to testify 
concerning alleged graft on the part 
of the vice squad and that he had 
advised her not to, 

“I will. I’m going to give Mc- 
Laughlin the needle,” she was 
quoted by hit as replying. 

Commissioner Mulrooney imme- 
diately sent for Patrolmah Andrew 
'B. McLaughlin, who arrested Miss 
Gordon on a charge of immorality 
in 1923, and was instrumental in 
sending her to Bedford Reforma- 
tory, but discovered he had left 
on a five-day vacation. Monday, 
presumably for Bermuda. 

Miss Gordon’s body was found 
in Van Cortlandt Park yesterday 
with a iength of a_ clothesline 
wound about her neck. It was six 
days after the date she failed to 
appear as a volunteer witness in 
the magistrates’ courts inquiry.

“LISTED TO STATE 
AUDITOR AS ASSETS” 


Former Cashier, on Trial 
for Embezzlement, Denies 
He Ever Admitted Being 
Short in Accounts. 


Denying he ever admitted being 
short in his accounts as cashier of 
the Bank of Edwardsville, or that 
he ever intended to embezzle any- 
thing from the bank, Frank B. 
Sanders took the witness stand in 
Circuit Judge Brown’s court at Ed- 
wardsville today in his trial on a 
charge of having embezzled $142,- 
995. 

“T talked about the shortage,’’ he 
testified, ‘“‘and told the directors it 
was approximately $100,000. But 
I always. referred to it as the 
bank’s*shortage and not my own. 
At no time did I admit that my 
accounts were short.” 

‘Officers and @irectors of the 
bank havy@ testified that the short- 
age was $243,000, while two for- 
mer directors testified that attaches 
of the State Auditor’s office told 
then: the amount was $343,000. An 
audit shown to ‘reporters placed 
the figure at $243,000, 
Accommodation Notes for $175,000. 

Refreshing his’ memory from 
bank records which his attorneys 
had subpénaed, Sanders stated that 
accommodation notes totaling 
$175,000 were placed in the bank 
by officers and directors at various 
times between 1924 and 1927 and 
that these notes were listed as as- 
sets in reports’ to the State Audi- 
tor’s office. 

No money left the bank on any 
ofethe occasions when the accom- 
modation notes were deposited, he 
asserted, saying that fhe bank's re- 
ports made it appear, however, 
that funds had been loaned out en 
each of the notes. 

An accommodation note is one 
signed by a” responsible person as 
an accomniodation for a friend. 
The person to whom the money 
apparently is lent, doés not receive 
it, although, in case of non-repuy- 
ment, he is legally liable for the 
amount of the note. Frequently 
when a man wants to borrow, more 
from a bank than the banking law 
allows, he persuades a friend to 
borrow the money and turn it over 
to him. This is termed “signing an 
Accommodation note.” 


Used to Bolster Assets. 

If for any reasen, it should be 
considered advisable to bolster the 
assets of a bank, a note depodsited 
in the bank, for which no money 
is withdrawn, would increase~ the 
bank’s assets the amount df the 
note, beeause it would: appear in 
the financial statement that the 
bank had had that money and had 
loaned it. 

Continuing his testimony, Sand- 
ers said that in 1925, George W. 
Meyer, president of the bank, and 
George D. Burroughs and Henry 
Trarés, directors, each deposited 
accommodation notes for $25,000. 
In 1925, he said, the Blake Milling 
Co., a concern then managed by 
F. T. Jacobi, then a director, de- 
posited an accommodation note 
for $30,000, and the next year an- 
other note for the same amount. In 
September, 1927, he testified, Mey- 
er deposited an accommodation 
note for $40,000 that remained in 
the bank until October, 1928. 

His preliminary testimony was 
that he started work for the bank 
in 1904, was made cashier in 1917, 
and remained in that position un- 
til last April, when a shortage was 
announced.

Accused by U S. Grand Jury 
in New York of Victimizing

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—The Fed- 
eral grand jury today.indicted two 
women and five men on charges 
of using the mails to defraud in 
selling stock in the National Diver- 
sified Corporation, a concern which 
purported to promote the prod.uc- 
tion of “‘clean and religious films.” 

According to George J./ Mintzer, 
Assistant United States Atttorney, 
the corporation took ‘n more than 
$2,000,000 from 400 Catholic 
priests, and 6000 laymen, paying 
dividends: from the principel as 
long as the money was flowing in.

Negroes were electrocuted in the 
South Carolina penitentiary early 


today for the murder of two Lex- 
ington County white men. 


They went to their. deaths 
calmly and with prayers on their 
lips. 


Almost twe hours were required 
for the executions, each of which 
was watched by 16 persons in ad- 
dition to newspaper men, physicians 
and penitentiary officials, 

Tillman Poozer died as the con- 
fessed murderer of C. D, Mills, 
Cayce night watchman. The ‘motive 
was robbery. 

The other five, Robert Eldredge, 
Lindsey Cantrell; alias John Ack- 
wright; James Hickman, George 
Bird and Ernest Thomason, were 
convicted of murder of B. W. Her- 
drix, mefchant, who was shot in 
an attempted holdup. Four of the 
five were arrested in Bluefield, W. 
Va., where they had fled. 

Four women were admitted as 
spectators. One of them was the 
widow of Hendrix. She showed no 
emotion as Cantrell, her husband's 
slayer, died. 

Two others, daughters of Mills, 
‘saw their father’s slayer electro- 
cuted. They were Mrs. D. J. Var- 
geson and Mrs. E. E. Nason.

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RAID ANOTHER CLUB 


At Hearing, Official Censures 
Members Who Let Employes 
Take Blame. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 27.— 
Lemuel B. Schofield, Director of 
Public Safety, today criticised 
“highly respectable members of 
prominent Philadelphia clubs who 
violate the liquor law in these 
places and then permit club em: 
ployes to take the punishment.” 

The director made this criticism 
while testifying at the hearing of 
John Triebel, steward of the exclu- 
sive Philadelphia Club, raided iate 
yesterday. Triebel was held in $600 
bail. It is alleged wnore than 400 
bottes of liquor were found in the 
club. The raid followed that on the 
wealthy Mant:facturers’ Club earlier 
in the day, when 255 bottles of 
wines and liquors were seized in 
lockers. 

No members of the Philadelphia 
Club were present at the hearing. 

The policeman who led the raid- 
ers into the Philadelphia Club tes- 
tified he saw a man whom he knew 
to be a bootlegger enter the club 
with a suitcase and also observed 
members carrying satchels in and 
out of the place. .. 

“We found one cocktall on the 
bar when we entered,” he said, 
“and all the ingredients and utensils 
for mixing drinks.” : 

The witness said they found 
liquor in 155 of 185 lockers on the 
third floor. » 

“The Police Department realizes 
that this liquor did not belong to 
the defendant,” said Director Scho- 
field. “It is a club of renowned 
prominence, the members occupy- 
ing high positions. Obviously these 
men are alldéwing this man, an em- 
ploye, to come and assume the re- 
sponsjbility in this flagrant viola- 
tion. 

“It is a pure case of unsporis- 
manship, and the Police Depart- 
ment expects to ascertain who 
owned the liquor in these lockers 
and ask for warrants. 

“The law must be enforced 
against such establishments just as

well as it is against a speakeasy on 


a corner. It is a sad condition of 
affairs when eminent, respectable 
men hide behind the skirts of an 
employe to carry on violations of 
the law.”

With court approval of its liq- 
uidation plan, the reorganization 
committee of Lorenzo E. Ander- 
son & Co. began today its pro- 
gram of liquidating the brokerage 
firm’s assets for the benefit of 
creditors whose claims of : more 
than $13,000,000 are to be paid in 
i ae 

Circuit Judge Harimann  ap- 
proved the plan yesterday after- 
noon on a showing that 98 per cent 
of the creditors had approved it. 
He ordered $270,000 of the com- 
pany’s assets segregated to insure 
payment of the claims of the oth- 
er 2 per cent, which amounts to 
$168,000. 

In approving the liquidation he 
discharged from further service 
the two temporary receivers, Ro- 
dowe H. <Abeken, lawyer, and 
Charles D. P. Hamilton Jr., weal- 
thy leather dealer and largest cred- 
itor of the company with claims 
said to total $750,000. 

How Assets Are Divided. 
The Court appointed Abeken at 
once as received over the $270,000 
fund segregated. The remainder 
of the assets of the brokerage 
hovse aggregating about $15,000,- 
000 will be transferred to the Re- 
organization Investment Co., a cor- 
poration organized by a group 
headed by Frank C. Rand, chair- 
man of the board of the Inierna- 
tional Shoe Co., whose claim as @ 
creditor totals $650,000. 

To forestall forced sales, Rand 
and his group, including Andrew 
W. Johnson, vice president of the 
International Shoe Co., have post- 
ed a $2,000,000 cash. liquidation 
fund, returnable to them when the 
need for it has passed. 

Hamilton, it is understood, pro- 
vided $250,000 of this fund. In 
discharging him and Abeken as 
receivers, Judge Hartmann compli- 
mented them on their work and 
expressed his gratification at the 
news that creditors would get 100 
cents on the dollar. 

Hamilton and other large cred- 
itors have agreed to postpone col- 


lection of their claims until the

ITS DECISION. 


St. Louis Counsel Contends 
That Authority of Body 
Is Limited to Removal of 

’ Car Tracks. 


The State Public Service Commis- 
sion’s hearing on the application of 


the Public Service Co. to remove the | 


car tracks from widened Gravois 
avenue between Arsenal street and 
Mississippi avenue, and substitute a 
bus service, continued today at City 
Hall. It was opened yesterday, 
with the city and representatives of 
several civic and commercial! organ- 
izations and property owners op 
posing the change. 

It was agreed that a blanket ob- 
jection by the city and counsel for 
the Gravois ‘Transportation Com- 
mittee to the repeated references to 
the. proposed establishment of a 
bus line and construction of certain 
new tracks in Arsengl street would 


be recognized by the commission, 
subject. to-.future, decision. The 
transportation committee represents 


j organizations opposing the change. 


The. city argues that the com- 
mission lacks jurisdiction on. these 
‘two pofnts and can only authorize 
existing tracks. 
The commission: cannot order the 
city to grant a franchise for the 
new tracks or a permit for the bus 
line, it is contended, and the com- 
mission itself disqlaims authority to 
authorize establishment of urban 
bus lines. 

Testimony of Greenland. 

General Manager Greenland of 
the car company testified yester- 
day that consent had been obtained 
from the owners of 35 to 40 per 
cent of the property on Arsenal, 
between Gravois and Jefferson ave- 
nues, ‘where it is proposed to build 
new tracks ‘for rerouting the Tow- 
er Grove line. At least 51 per 
cent must consent to a franchise, 
and the grant subject to action of 
the Board of Aldermen,. 

It would cost $85,425 to shift the 
present tracks to the center of wid- 
ened Gravois, between Arsenal and 
Mississippi, Greenland stated, and 
$34,125 for paving them, a total of 
$119,550. Between Grand boule- 
vard and Cherokee street, where 
tracks are to be retained, ft will 
cost $28,000 to shift them and $11,- 
000 to repave them, he added. 

' There are 46,400 car riders com- 
ing from a zone 500 to 1000 feet 
away from, the Tower Grove and 
Bellefontaine car lines in the area 
where the &o0mpany would reroute 
them, Greenland said, “yt this 
number would be increased to 50,- 
000 by addition of the bus line. 
which would follow Gravois  be- 
tween Compton avenue and 
Twelfth street. The street widen. 
ing would not increase car traffic, 
he asserted, because it would tend 
,to keep old people sand children 
away from the trolleys because of 
the traffic hazard. 

Result. of Poll of Riders. 

Greenland told the' commission 
the results of a recent’ ballot taken: 
by the company among car riders 
‘to determine sentiment on the’ re- 
routing. He’ sai@ 15,731 Tower 
Grove line customers favored the 
change and 6972 apposed it, while 
on the Bellefontane line 16,169 fa- 
vored it and 6020 were against it. 

Albert I. Schweitzer, attorney 
‘for the Gravois Transportation 
Committee, asked Greenland if the 
company had not paid some prop- 
erty owners for consenting to the 
proposed Arsenal gtreet franchise. 
Greenland denied it, but Schweitzer 
asserted he could show that it was 
so. 

A representative of the Down- 
town Improvement Association 
gave approval to the company’s 
plan on the ground it would bene- 
fit downtown business. Manager 
Hoffmann of the Safety Council 
said the council was inclined to 
favo- busses instead of trolleys for

HOUSE ENGROSSES MEASURE 
TO REPEAL RALPH SEWER LAW 


Unanimously Sends Bill to Third 
Reading; Plan to Protect 
Creditors Included. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27.— 
The bill to repeal the Ralph sewer 
law, with the Judiciary Commit- 
tee amendment to protect creditors, 
was ordered engrossed today by a 
unanimous vote of the House. The 
amendment provides for disincor- 
poration of the sewer districts 
after obligations have been paid. 

A unanimous vote was sought by 
Representative Roney of Jasper 
County after Representative Heege 
of the St. Louis County delegation 
had spoken for the bill which he 
introduced. 

“When, as chairman of the Ju- 
diciary Committee to which this 
bill was referred, I looked at 4000 
St. Louis County’ taxpayers who 
came here to ask the repeal, I was 
convinced they were being op- 
pressed.”

‘Never in 
the history of the State has there 
been such a demonstration by an 
orderly delegation representing our 
best type of citizenry.” 

Roney referred to a demonstra- 
tion before the House Jan. 28, ar- 
ranged by the Taxpayers’ Protec- 
tive Association of St. Louis Coun- 
ty. Three special trains came here. 

The measure now goes on the 
House calendar for third reading 
and final pastage. A correspond- 
ing bill, introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Davis of Kansas City, is 
pending in the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, which will act on it 
next Tuesday.

A new element, concerning 
changes in the zoning law, was in- 
jected into the campaign for the 
Republican nomination for Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday by a man who may de- 
cide today or tomorrow to become 
a third candidate for the place. He 
is Harry Newman, a real estate 
dealer and figure im a controversy 
over a West End zoning change. 

Filing time will expire next Mon- 
day. The other candidates are 


Walter J. G. Neun, incumbent, and 
Jules R. Field, Mayor Miller’s sec- 
retary. ' 

Newman announced his possible 
eandidacy at a luncheon of the 
Federation of Improvement Associ- 
ations at Hotel Statler yesterday. 
The federation- was created pri- 
marily to preserve integrity of the 
zoning system. Newman said about 
30 neighborhood organizations had 
petitioned him to enter the contest. 
He is sympathetic with the move- 
ment of some groups of property 
owners to restrain the program of 
street widening through = special 
benefit assessments, 

To reporters, Newman asserted 
that Republican party’ organiza- 
tions in four wards would support 
him, but he would’ not specify the 
wards. However, Field is count- 
ing on support from 26 of the 28 
wards and Neun from the other 
two. 

Field was the first to address 
the federation meeting and, appar- 
ently having in mind the interests 
of the federation, remarked that 
he was a firm believer in the zon- 
ing system for preservation of the 
values and characteristics of real 
estate. Neun, speaking next, de- 
scribed his activity as a leader in 
passage of the present zoning ordi- 
nance a number of years ago, in the 
face of oppoSition. 

Brings in, Zoning Fight. 
Newman attacked Neun for hav- 
ing introduced the ordinance last 
year to change the zoning of the 
southeast and northeast: corners of 
Skinker boulevard d Kingsbury 
avenue from commercial to resi- 
dential. Newman avas agent for 
Charles Freyer, owner of the va- 
cant southeast corner, which it had 
been planned to develop commer- 
cially; residents of the vicinity said 
a filling station was to be built 
there. The change in the zoning 
regulation reduced the value of 
the lot from $75,000 to $7500, New- 
man asserted. 

In a heated reply, Neun declared 
he had introduced the amending 
ordinance at the request of resi- 
dents of-the neighborhood “to pro- 
tect this residential district against 
filling stations and stores.” Neun 


spoke of “greedy business men, 

who would abolish homes,” 
Zoning originally had made 

Skinker boulevard a commercial 


zone, between the University car 
tracks and Delmar boulevard. Sey- 
eral filling stattons and _ several 
stores are operated there. While 
the amending ordinance was pend- 
ing, residents obtained an injunc- 
tion to prevent the use of the 
Kingsbury avenue corners for com- 
mercial purposes and the ordinance 
was passed Dec. 5, with an emer- 
gency clause, making it effective 
at once. Newman and Freyer have 
appealed to the Supteme Court of 
Missouri. A week ago, Neun, again 
acting at the request of residents, 
introduced another bill to change 
the zoning of the east side of; 
Skinker, from the alley north of 
Kingsbury to the alley south of 
Delmar, from commercial to resi- 
dential. He said this was intend- 
ed to prevent further encroach- 
ment of filling stations. 

From the luncheon, Newman 
went to. an aldermanic hearing on 
a proposed change in zoning of a 
section of Lihdell boulevard from 
multiple dwelling to commercial. 
There, he argued against permit- 
ting stores on Lindell boulevard 
and urged the Aldermen to. disre- 
gard the wishes of a few and heed 
the desires of the city as a whole 
for maintenance of this thorough- 
fare. The Masonic Temple Asso- 
ciation, he declared, favored the 
present zoning arrangment. He 
criticised former Alderman Luke 
BE. Hart for advocating this change 
after Hart, as a resident, had fa- 
vored the restriction of the Skin- 
ker and Kingsbury corners to 
dwellings.

My starting point was Dhofar, on 
the Central South Arabian coast;

My route lay north over the 
Oara Mountains, 3000 feet in alti- 
tude, through the frankincense 
country of the Bible, across the 
steppe I explored last winter, to 
Shihur, then westward into the 
unknown. For 100 waierless miles, 
Skirting the southern edge of the 
sands, was a mighty bulwark of 
red, fringed with dunes, the habi- 
tat of the ostrich sand antelope. 
The ostrich is now extinct, but an- 
telope were plentiful and I am 
bringing a young calf to England.

At latitude 19 de- 
grees north and longitude 45 de- 
grees east I turned northward and 
so continued through the midmost 
heart of the sands.

I carried no tent, from consid- 
erations of weight, although night 
temperatures averaged 50 degrees, 
falling to 40 on occasions and ac- 
tually below it on latitude 23.40 
degrees north, where I discovered a 
lake of salt water seven miles

The prevailing winds were north- 
erly and there was slight rain in 
the northern marches. The entire 
area is sand to the northward to 
the twenty-third parallel, with the 
aneroid falling gradually to 250 
feet. Its moods are as varying as 
the ocean’s, the stormy mood char- 
acterizing the south, moderating 
to the northward to unruffled 
calms.

Foxes, 
hares and lizards were common, 
Wolves, wildcats, rats and all 
mammals were of the light sand 
color of their environment, in con- 
trast to herds of black Murra cam- 
els. 

They enabled the mapping of 
names and locations of sands and 
wells and the collecting of geolog- 
ical and other natural history and 
specimens and of meteoroligical 
data.

There must be those who will 
object to the statement which con- 
stitutes. the title of this luminous 
book, and that for good reasons 
concerned with the arbitrary limi- 
tations of science. Nevertheless, in 
the farther gropings of modern &ci- 
entific theory it has become clear 
enough that those who began by 
limiting reality to the physically 
measurable have not only reached 
the limitations of -their original 
method, but have ventured well 
beyond it into a realm where the 
old scientific yardsticks give queer 
readings indeed. A relative few of 
the scientists, thus at last confront- 
ed by the mystery which engulfs 
their little system of alleged cer- 
tainties like a boundless sea, have 
begun to allow a certain decidedly 
mystical strain to enter into their 
conceptions of the universe, and 
some have admitted the term God 
into their discourses.

Dishes Made With the Less Ex- 
pensive Cuts of Meat Are 
Offered Housewives. 


Sliced oranges make a nice 
change from orange juice or the 
plain halved fruit for breakfast. 
Peel the oranges, removing all the 
white rind and cut across in thin 
slices, allowing one or more 
oranges for each portion. If the 
Oranges are tart, sweeten with a 
little strained honey or with pow- 
dered sugar. 

A roast of veal for dinner Sun- 
day should also provide meat for 
the croquettes served on Monday. 
Buy a plece of leg, ioin, rump or 
shoulder; shoulder or leg cuts may 
be stuffed if desired. Select @ cut 
that is large enough to do for two 


‘Tmeals and if it is boned, have the 


bones cracked and use them for 
making soup stock. Four or five 
pounds of meat is about the smal!- 
est plece that will make a good 
roast. Roast in a hot oven until 
the meat is seared and then re- 
duce the heat to a moderate tem- 
perature, or 350 degrees, and cook, 
allowing 25 to 30 minutes for each 
pound of meat. Serve with a 
brown gravy made from the drip- 
pings in the pan. Baste the mest 
frequently while roasting and cook 
in an uncovered pan. 

For the veal croquettes eut the 
leftover meat in pieces and put 
through the meat grinder or cut in 
very small dice. Two cupfuls 
measured after chopping will be 
needed for four servings. Season, 
the meat with one teaspoon salt, 
one-half teaspoon grated lemon 
rind, a little pepper, one tablie- 
spoon of minced parsley and one- 
half teaspoon Worcestershire sauce. 
Make one and one-half cups thick 
white sauce from three tablespoons 
butter, six tablespoons flour and 
one and one-halp cups milk. When 
thick and boiling add the seasoned 
meat and spread out to cool. When 
cold shape in croquettes, roll in 
beaten egg diluted with one table- 
spoon cold water and then in fine 
dry breadcrumbs, Fry in deep fut 
or bake in a hot oven. Croquettes 
should be moist inside and crisp on 
the outside, 

Breast of lamb or shoulder chops 
may be used for the casserole of 
lamb served Tuesday. These are 
browned in a little hot fat, put in 
the casserole with onions, a shred- 
ded green pepper, diced carrots, 
diced white or yellow turnips, salt 
and pepper and a little water, then 
covered and cooked slowly for two 
to three hours—an oven temperu 
ture of 325 degrees is best. Before 
serving, canned* peas or a “few 
mushrooms may be added and th 
gravy should be thickened a fittle. 
This is served with boiled new po- 
tatoes, with plain mashed potatoes. 
or with boiled rice or noodles. If 
breast of lamb is used for the car 
serole, have it cut in pieces for 
serving and sprinkle each plece 
with’ salt, pepper and flour before 
browning. Breagt of lamb is very 
inexpensive, but in buying make 
allowance for the large amount of 
bone in it, 

Another inexpensive cut of ment 
which may be used this week is 
the beef served on Saturday. Short 
ribs are bought and are cooked 
very slowly. Allowance must be 
made here also for the amount of 
bone. Have the ribs cracked and 
cut in pleees for serving. - Sprinkle 
with salt, pepper and flour and 
brown quickly in. a. little hot fat. 
Place in a deep saucepan, add one 
tablespoon vinegar to two and one- 
half pounds short ribs, two large 
onions, one-half cup diced celery, 
one teaspoon Worcestershire and 
two tablespoons tomato catsup: 
next add one cup water, cover 
closely and cook very slowly for 
two hours or until the meat is ten- 
der. Thicken the gravy and serve 
the meat with horseradish or pickle 
relish.

Serve in 
individual dishes, with a border of 
horseradish around each.

Heat a can of pork and beans.

favorite ways of serving these 
popular bivalves. 


Oyster stew is, probably, the best 
‘known. A favored recipe for this 
delicacy calls for one pint oysters, 
including liquid, two tablespoons 
butter, two and one-half cups 
evaporated milk which has been 
diluted with one and one-half cups 
water, salt and pepper. Clean the 
oysters carefully, put in saucepan 
with butter and heat gently until 
the oyster edges curl. In _ the 
meantime scald the diluted milk in 
another véssel. Add pepper and 
salt to suit taste. Add oysters to 
the soalded milk and serve at once. 


Some housewives add rolled 
crackers to oyster stew while other 
home cooks add a bit of butter to 
each service immediately previous 
to serving, 

Escalloped Oysters. 
Escalloped oysters are one of the 
favorite dishes of oyster lovers, 
but they must be carefully pre- 
pared and cooked just right or 
they lack flavor entirely. For two 
servings use a dozen medium-sized 
oysters, or even 18, depending on 
your appetites. Drain the oysters, 
saving the juice, and go over them 
carefully ‘to remove any bits of 
shell. Mix two cups stale bread 
crumbs with one-half cup melted 
butter, one-half cup finely diced 
celery, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon white pepper. 
Spread a half inch layer of this 
mixture in a small baking dish, 
add half the oysters, then another 
layer of crumbs, the rest of the 
oysters and a final layer of 
crumbs. Pour the oyster juice 
over. the top—there should be 
one-half cup liquid and milk may 
be added to the juice if necessary 
to make that amount. Bake in a 
hot oven—400 degrees—for 25 min- 
utes and serve hot. Cream of to- 
mato soup makes a good beginning 
for such a meal, with hollandaise 
Brussels sprouts, cauliflower or 
broccoli as a vegetable, an orange 
and date salad, and a deep dish 
canned cherry pie for dessert. 

Creamed. Oysters. 
Creamed oysters and mushrooms 
are another favorite, especially: if 
served as patties. Drain one 
dozen small oysters and remove 
any bits of shell. Peel four mush- 
rooms and cut in slices. Melt two 
tablespoons butter and add three 
tablespoons flour. When weil 
blended stir in one cup milk and 
continue stirring over a slow fire 
until thickened, smooth and boil- 
ing. Season with one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one teaspoon lemon 
juice and a little white pepper. 
Add the .oysters and mushrooms 
and cook over hot water for 15 
minutes. Serve in pattie shells or 
on toast. Serve two or three per- 
sons.

Planning the meat course 60 as 
to get away from a constant round 
of steak and chops seems to be one 
of the main stumbling blocks in 
small families.

on hand before starting dinner. A 
veal kidney usually comes well en- 
cased in a layer of hard fat or suet. 
Split the kidney lengthwise and cut 
off most of the fat, leaving a thin) 
layer to keep the kidney moist 
while cooking. 

The whole meal may be oven- 
cooked. Make the apple custard

'The cookies may conveniently be 
one of the excellent packaged va- 
riety that should be on hand. 

Grilled Kidney—Split the kidney 
lengthwise and remove most of the 
fat. Sprinkle with salt and pepper.

Place the kid- 
ney, cut side up, in a shallow bak- 
ing pan. Alongside the kidney’ 
place the mushrooms, stem side up, 
with a small piece of butter on 
each.

SENATE 0 K’S $100,000,000 
SECOND DEFICIENCY BILL

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—After 
adding greatly to the appropria- 
tions approved by the House, the 
Serfate last night passed the second 
deficiency bill carrying more than 
$100,000,000 to meet emergency 
needs of a multitude of Federal 
activities for the current fisca! 
year. This was the last of the 11 
big annual supply bills to come be- 
fore the short session and now goes 
| to conference with the House. 

All items added to the bill by 
the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee were approved by the Sen- 
| ate, including $10,000,000 to start 
' construction of the Cove Creck 
Dam in Tennessee, part of the 
Muscle Shoals prdject, and $10,- 
600,000 teward modernizing the 
battleships New Mexico, Mississippi 
and Idaho. 

Amendments added on the floor 
included $5,000,000 for new vet- 
erans’ hospital construction; $2,- 
000,000 for expenses incident to 
administration of the proposed 
veterans’ loans; $1,500,000 to carry 
out the provisions of the yet un- 
signed Wagner bill establishing a 
national-state. system of employ- 
ment exchanges, and $1,000,000 to- 
ward the recently enacted Federal 
aid maternity bill.

danger of psychoanalysis has 

not been sufficiently emphasized. 

This system of probing into the 
past may help a number of people 
lose their complexes and settle 
down peaceably to routine lives. On 
the other hand, it probably de- 
prives the world of many interest- 
ing achievements and somé strange 
developments of genius. ‘ 

The inferiority complex, it has 
been shown, sometimes goads men 
to accomplishments which they 
never would have undertaken if 
they had been satisfied with them- 
selves. When the complex is re- 
moved by an expert psychologist, 
the patient often settles down into 
a life as dull as a day in limbo. 

This is also likely to be true in 
the matter of the more Freudian 
twists. The work of many men of 
genius grew out of mental torments 
which made their own lives misera- 
ble but produced masterpieces of 
strange and weird beauty. De- 
prived of their complexes, the ar- 
tists might have turned  cheerfu! 
and conventional, and their most 
interesting works would never have 
been written. 

This idea was brought into fo- 
cus the other day by a reading of 
“Gardener of Evil,” a novelized life 
of Baudelaire, by Pierre Loving. 

The central fact of the poet's 
twisted mentality was his resent- 
ment against his mother, first 
aroused at the age of seven when 
she married a second time. 

He never succeeded in forgiving 
her. His defiance of society, his 
general dislike of women, and the 
strange, mad note in his “poetry 
grew out of the bitter pique he suf- 
fered when she “betrayed” him by 
her second marriage. 

In this day Baudelaire would 
probably have been recognized as a 
problem child, sent to a progressive 
school, and delivered of his com- 
plex by means of expert psychoana!l- 
ysis. While the treatment might 
have made him a much happier in- 
dividual, it would undoubtedly have 
ruined him as a rare and exotic 
writer. 

I cannot help thinking that too 
efficient treatment of our psycho- 
logical problems is going to result 
in a monotonous and mediocre 
world. It is people with complexes 
and mental twists who are usually 
the courageous leaders of perilous 
causes—who begin the agitation to 
free slaves, overturn tyrannous gov- 
ernments, and improve the lot of 
downtrodden classes, 

Generally, it is true, they are 
fanatics, but a study of social re- 
form shows that a little group of 
fanatics usually leads the way and 
that the more sane element follows 
along after the danger of martyr- 
dem has passed. 

Dr. Fritz Wittela once pointed 
out that men who assassinated ty- 
rants or led revolts against them 
generally suffered from an _ anti- 
father complex. 

We would never have had Poe's 
poems if he had been a well-ad- 
justed man, nor Baudelaire's if he 
had learned to love his step-father. 
When we are all beautifully ad- 
justed to our environment we might 
achieve a smug happiness, but 
much of the more interesting color 
will fade out of the world. 

The only consolation I can offer
